Newspaper work is pretty rough 
in the United States but it is mur- 
der in Switzerland. 

At least this is the way Crawford 
Ferguson, graduate of the UK jour- 
nalism department, is finding work 
as managing editor of the Swiss Re- 
porter. English language week- 
ly published in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. He described the problems in 
a letter u> Dr. Niel Plummer, head 
of the UK journalism department 

One of the first difficulties oc- 
curred when the Swiss government 
granted its permission to print the 
paper but refused to allow its sale. 
This problem was no sooner solved 
than the travel editor of the paper, 
an Austrian displaced person, was 
declared persona non grata and was 
almost thrown out of the country. 
Translator Important Man 

One of the most important per- 
sons on the paper's staff is the 
translator. Much of the material 
for the paper is written in other 
languages and must be translated 
into English. 

Fergusons duties arc many and 
varied on the Reporter He covers 
American and British consular of- 
fices in Ocneva in addition to 
ing part time as proofreader, 
up editor, copyreader. advertising 
solicitor, and sports editor. 

In his spare time, Ferguson at- 
tempts to teach the members of the 
staff some principles of journalism.

Swiss Skeptical Of Ads 
He added that Swiss businessmen 
are skeptical about the value of ad- 
vertising in the papers.

Swiss printers .-.re slow, he said, 
and know very little about Ameri- 
can type faces. 

Ferguson graduated from the Un^r 
versity of Kentucky last August and 
Is doing graduate work at the Uni- 
versity of Geneva.

Since the war American college 
students have shown a steadily in- 
creasing interest in the study of 
philosophy, according to Dr. John 
H. Melzer, assistant professor of 
philosophy a t the University of 
Kentucky. 

This change is not due to any 
basic change of student attitude, 
he said, but is explained by a wide- 
spread fundamental change in 
teaching methods.
